Sir,—I should esteem it a favour 
if+you would kindly afford me an 
opportunity of making a few refer- 
ences in connexion with the recent 


debate on the Budget by the Un-. 


official, Members af the Legislative 
Council. 

“In the first place, I would lke to 
associate myself, Mr. Editor, with 
the remarks and observations made 
in your leader of Friday, 20th 
September. It ds very refreshing, 
indeed, to observe that such sound 
constructive criticism has been 
forthcoming and ‘1 fee} that the]. 
wholé community-will dare'to hope 
that such inspiring addresses as 
those given by the Unofficial, Mem- 
bers of the Legislative, Council will 
be the beginning of a now era, in 
this Colony. 

In my humble ‘opinion I’ believe 
‘that there are two, very outstand- 
ing failings onthe part of the local

Taking the first item, 1 would 
like to make it clear that I strong 
ly appreciate the necessity, in Gov- 
ernment administration, of sound 
training in diplomacy and © other 
talents, but at the same time I do

is rather conspicuous by.,its “ ab- 
sence and I maintain that this also 
is vitally necessary. 

Now, the point may arise—Is. it 
possible “to combine a business 
training with the general train- 
ing for: the. ‘Civil Service? 
Frankly, I say no. ... Therefore, : 
what I would strongly urge ig. that 
the Government ‘should in its fu- 
ture .programme , adequately pro- 
vide for the services of.a highly 
trained economist.: I am sure that 
even ‘although this may mean an 
outlay of up to £3,000 per. annum,
